Frances Hill, another teen-ager making her 
hunting debut during the past season, rode her 
four-year-old Psychic Sir to be a close second 
behind Mrs. F. Moran McCZonihe’s Top Secret 
in the Exnicios Challenge Trophy class. 

Mrs. Hughes and Bon Bon, combined with 
Mr. Hughes and his Hi Li, cinched both cham¬ 
pionship and reserve in the late stages by taking 
the pairs of hunters and the hunt teams, going 
in the latter with a third gray, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ray Norton, Jr.’s, Irish Frost. 

Bon Bon, a gift to Mrs. Hughes two years 
ago from A. A. Busch, St. Louis horse (and nx)re 
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recently, baseball!) enthusiast, piled up 11 
points over Hi Li s 8. The ladies’ class, which 
Bon Bon also won, did not count toward the 
Gracias Trophy, presented annually to the high 
scorer. 

Judges Augustus Riggs III, of Howard County 
Hunt, and William Brooke, of Marlborough 
Hunt, found themselves with the knottiest prob¬ 
lem of the day when they had to extract a win¬ 
ner from a hard-galloping field of 25 in the 
Foxcatchers’ Plate, simulating a real foxhunt.

Bowie Changes: Despite a change of Bowie 
presidents in mid-meeting, the session, combined 
with Laurels, rolled along to a successful con¬ 
clusion with old records for daily average handle 
falling by the way. 

Donald C. Lillis, chairman of the board of di¬ 
rectors and member of the investment firm of 
Bear, Steam, Inc., was named to the presidency, 
shortly after the Maryland Racing Commission 
denied his predecessor, Larry S. MacPhail, the 
privileges of the course. 

At a press breakfast, after his installation as 
chief executive, Lillis indicated that the im¬ 
provement program would continue at Bowie, 
with some changes in primary objectives. He 
stressed the fact that, as the main support of the 
track comes from grandstand guests, efforts and 
expenditures should be directed toward provid¬ 
ing greater comfort and better facilities for this 
section of the clientele. 

The Bowie board of directors will convene on 
June 11, at which time it is likely that the panel’s 
present membership of six will be expanded. 
Lillis is contemplating naming several Maryland 
men. He has mentioned Humphrey S. Finney 
and Stuart S. Janney, Jr. 

Finances and Form: The daily mutuels 
handle for the session, was the highest in Bow¬ 
ie’s history, averaging around $1,000,000. While 
unseasonal weather produced disappointing 
crowds on several occasions, the play has held 
up well. Maryland tracks enjoy very high per 
capita betting. The local sport has been formful 
enough as the percentage of winning favorites 
was at a high of 39 when the track entered the 
final third of its meeting. A liberal sprinkling 
of longshots, for which Bowie is so famous, 
helped to keep the sport interesting. 

Hail the Victors: Mrs. Samuel J. Pistorios 
game and speedy Tuscany ran off with the in¬ 
augural feature when he skipped the six furlongs 
of the Rowe Memorial in 1:11. Nick Shuk had 
the home-bred son of The Rhymer and Roman 
Matron in front every step of the way. His vic¬ 
tory in the $10,000 event was a tribute to the 
training prowess of J. Bowes Bond, for the Rowe 
was the tender-legged Tuscany’s first start since 
winning this same race at Laurel eleven months 
before. Following the 1952 score he was forced 
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on the sidelines with splint and suspensory 
trouble. 

Tuscany’s win was all the more impressive as 
he shouldered top weight of 122 pounds and 
showed the way home to Eugene Constantin’s 
Nimble Fox and Bobanet Stable’s Brazen Brat, 
the former fresh from Florida stakes victories in 
the Straus Memorial and the Hialeah Inaugural. 
The ultra-consistent five-year-old then journeyed 
to New York for a try at the Jamaica Handicap. 
He missed the winner’s share of $16,150 by only 
a head to Sagittarius after putting up a courage¬ 
ous fight while giving the winner nine pounds. 

Marylanders got their first glimpse at some 
promising sophomores in the Cherry Blossom 
Stakes, a Laurel feature and a prep for the richer 
and longer Chesapeake. The Sidney Jacobs- 
trained entry of Hueso and Main Bout ran one- 
two in the $10,000 seven-furlong feature. H. H. 
Polk’s New Dream came along for third money. 

Eugene Constantin’s rangy and stretch-running 
Royal Bay Gem solidly established his right to 
contest the Triple Crown when he came from 
last place to loop a field of 15 in winning the 
Chesapeake Stakes. The mile-and-a-sixteenth 
feature has long been noted as a stepping stone 
to the Derby. Although plagued by bad breaks 
in his Florida stakes engagements, the * Royal 
Gem II colt managed to win the Everglades and 
place in the Flamingo, displaying real route¬ 
running ability. Despite this, the loyal public 
established Alfred Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast the 
favorite. Tliis colt finished fourth, but turned in 
a very creditable performance after breaking 
from the extreme outside and being forced to 
race wide all the way. At the wire it was Royal 
Bay Gem, Hueso, Harry Isaacs’ Isasmoothie and 
Social Outcast. Isasmoothie, which won the Pim¬ 
lico Futurity last fall, later "tested” Native Dan¬ 
cer in a division of Jamaica’s Gotham but was 
found wanting, finishing eighth. 

The older horses were spotlighted in the 
Laurel Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth. Mrs. 
Walter M. Jeffords’ entry of Post Card and 
Yildiz, trained by Oscar White, made it a family 
affair by running one-three. The horses are half 
brothers, out of the Case Ace mare, Ace Card, 
which was recently named "Broodmare of the 
Year” by the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. Ace Card is represented by two other 
good sons on the track—Maabrook, a winner 
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Jamaica Photx)

over allowance three-year-olds earlier in the 
Bowie meeting, and One Count, good handicap- 
per and leading sophomore of last year. 

Second Front: At Jamaica, the cerise and 
white diamonds of Alfred Vanderbilt dominate 
the winner’s enclosure, the Maryland-owned es¬ 
tablishment earned eleven victories, (four 
stakes) to April 29. First Glance, which didn’t 
win an added-money feature until he was a five- 
year-old last year (and on December 27 at that) 
became the eighth $100,000 winner bred by 
Vanderbilt when he won the Excelsior Handicap. 
Like so many of the Discoverys he didn’t get 
good until he reached maturity, but since find¬ 
ing himself he’s been hotter than a two-dollar 
pistol. First Glance is an own brother to the 
Santa Anita Derby winner, KntKkdown, and a 
half brother to Super Duper, both of which are 
now promising sires. 

Vanderbilt’s other stakes victories came in the 
Rosedale, a sprint for juvenile fillies, a division 
of the Gotham and the W(xxl. Sitting Duck, 
a daughter of Devil Diver and Balking, punched 
out a game win in the Rosedale. She is unde¬ 
feated in three starts. Trailing her in the Rose¬ 
dale was Sweet Cleo, which Ella K. Bryson sold 
minutes before she won a division of the Hialeah 
Juvenile. She is now the property of the White 
Oak Stable. 

Unfortunately for those who had hoped that 
the Gotham would furnish a true gauge of Na¬ 
tive Dancer’s ability, the colt wound up in the 
weaker division, with nothing in the race which 
figured to warm up the steel gray son of Poly¬ 
nesian. Native Dancer never got into high gear 
in winning the Gotham. All the running was 
done in the second division with Laffango and 
Invigorator at each other’s throat latch most of 
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the way. Native Dancer found the Wood as 
easy as the Gotham. 

The Mortal Remains of Legislation: At 
Annapolis, the proposed racing measures calling 
for the establishment of a czar, additional days of 
Thoroughbred sport at the half-mile tracks, and 
increasing the membership of the racing com¬ 
mission from three to five, were killed. 

Two bills, however, were passed by the Legis¬ 
lature but appear predestined for gubernatorial 
vetoes. These are the measures to permit a two- 
day meeting at Fair Hill with pari-mutuel bet¬ 
ting, and the bill which gives the residents of 
St. Mary’s County the opportunity to vote and 
break all Maryland precedent by allowing dog 
racing, with pari-mutuel wagering. 

At Pimlico: The Old Hilltop course, now 
resounding to the slap of painters’ brushes as the 
current phase of the improvement program nears 
completion, will card a nurse known as The

Tuscany, with Nick Shuk in the saddle, win¬ 
ning the Rowe Memorial at Bowie. The six-to- 
five choice, Tuscany won by a wide margin. 
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Wliirlaway this spring, honoring the late Calu¬ 
met crack of a decade ago. Pimlico was the only 
Maryland track on which Whirlaway raced. In 
seven starts on the Belvedere Avenue strip he 
won the Walden, Preakness, Dixie, Special and 
Governor Bowie and finished second in the Riggs 
and third in the Futurity. The race will be an 
annual affair. 

Turning for Home: The Racing Commis¬ 
sion approved Cumberland’s request to change 
its date from August to June, thereby avoiding 
a serious conflict with nearby Charles Town. 
The meeting is calendared from June 13 to 24. 
. . . J. William Graham, secretary to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, has been appointed 
chairman of the Information Committee of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis¬ 
sioners. . . . Fred Burton was recently named 
Director of Racing at Pimlico. . . . Twenty of 
1952’s stakes winners were foaled in Maryland, 
ranking the State third in national standings be¬ 
hind Kentucky and California. . . . Nick Shuk 
and Sidney Jacobs set a torrid pace for riding 
and training honors at Bowie. . . . English law 
decrees that a horse van may travel at a speed of 
30 m.p.h. but if a horse should die while in 
transit, the vehicle becomes a carrier of horse 
flesh and must, by law, reduce its speed to 20 
m.p.h. . . . Hrummph. ... Ill luck continues to 
hound the good three-year-old Prince Dare; he is 
temporarily shelved with a rapped tendon and 
a puffed knee.... Pimlico will card a race honor¬ 
ing the late racing journalist, Joe H. Palmer.

The first crocus as a harbinger of spring means 
naught to horse-minded Marylanders. In the land 
of the big timber fences, nobody considers the 
new season official until the My Lady’s Manor 
Point-to-Point, first of three cross-country races 
between the flags, and all in a tradition worthy 
of the best in England where the sport was born. 

Mike Smithwick, who, in recent years has 
taken an enviable hold on Maryland’s "Big 
Three,’’ scored as impressively as the job has been 
done as he rode Stuart S. Janney, Jr.’s imported 
Philstar to an eight-length victory over Gene 
Weymouth on Done Sleeping. 

Philstar, too, is an old hand at seeking out the 
winner’s circle, for it was his third victory at 
My Lady’s Manor. He won the same race last 
year and also the secondary feature in 1950 when 
he took the John Rush Streett Memorial in his 
first effort between the flags. 

Only five went to the post in this year’s re¬ 
newal of "the Manor,’’ with the field including 
Philstar, Done Sleeping, W. J. Strawbridge’s 
Land’s Corner, Charles Jenkins’ Village Gossip, 
and Harry A. Love’s Third Army. 


The Master of Green Spring Valley Hunt, 
Hugh J. O’Donovan, broke well with Third 
Army and by the seventh fence had opened up 
15 lengths on the field. But here the big bay 
took off too far back and crashed through the 
timber, leaving Village Gossip on top and Phil¬ 
star cruising easily in third. Running strong, 
Philstar went to the front but hit the tenth fence 
hard, fore and aft, in a manner that would have 
sent most riders spinning. Not Jockey Smith¬ 
wick, however; he sat as cool as ever and did 
not even relinquish the lead. 

Village Gossip and Irvin Naylor, Jr., came a 
cropper at the eleventh, but a spectator gave the 
rider a leg up and he got back in the race. Mean¬ 
while Done Sleeping had closed much ground 
and it appeared that he might catch Philstar. 

It was three Irish imports—Philstar, Done 
Sleeping and Land’s Corner—in an uphill race, 
and Philstar proved himself much the best. Half 
a length behind Done Sleeping was Land’s Cor¬ 
ner, with Village Gossip finishing the course to 
take fourth. Time for three miles and 16 fences 
was 6:26.3.

The John Rush Streett Memorial for non¬ 
winners of two timber races was won by an ex¬ 
show-ring hunter from Virginia, Morton W. 
Smiths Laddie Boy (shown in the conformation 
ranks as Flagship). E. "Tiger" Bennett rode the 
winner in a come-from-behind triumph that 
must have given Owner-Trainer Smith some 
worried moments. Laddie Boy was kept back off 
the pace with B. H. Griswold, Ill’s Edward M. 
setting most of the speed. 

Edward M., owner-ridden, was second. The 
green horse. Gliding Slide, which had Mike 
Smithwick up, was third and showed plenty of 
promise for future timber races. Time was 
6:32.2. 

They call it the 'Tittle'' Grand Na¬ 
tional but the adjective has nothing to do with 
the fences. Thus, a victory over 18 built-to-stay 
timber fences on a three-mile course in Maryland’s 
Western Run Valley transformed Mrs. Charles 
W. Williams’ lightly regarded War Gold into a 
strong contender for the following week’s Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. 

Harry A. Love’s Third Army, which had set 
the pace until he fell seven days earlier in the 
My Lady’s Manor race, again went out in front 
when Starter Charley White sent them away. 
There were only five starters, with post-time 
scratches of the hotly favored Philstar, with a 
reported leg ailment; Done Sleeping, C. R. Snow¬ 
den’s Hywhinnion, and W. G. Jones’ Rustling 
Oaks. 

Third Army, with P. D. Reid up, opened up 
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a six-length advantage in the early stages and 
many among the 4,500 onlookers observed that 
he was jumping in a much improved style over 
his My Lady’s Manor form. 

Mrs. Williams’ color-bearer, ridden by Horace 
Hammond of Paoli, Pa., closest to Third Army 
from the start, coasted comfortably in second 
place until the sixteenth fence. Then, obviously 
still "a handful of horse,’’ War Gold took over 
the lead and won drawing away, by three lengths. 

Third Army stayed in second place and the 
rest were nowhere—B. H. Griswold’s Pantecon 
was 15 lengths behind, and a country mile ahead 
of the other two starters. Village Gossip and 
Palau. The Racing Form chart caller’s figures 
revealed that there were 110 lengths separating 
the winner and Palau. 

Although the course had held up remarkably 
well during the uncomfortable rain that fell most 
of the day, the time for the running was slow. 
War Gold was clocked in 6:27, a long way from 
Pine Pep’s record of 6:10 3/5, made in 1951. 

The course was abbreviated somewhat for the 
other race on the card, the Western Run Plate 
for maidens. Richard K. Mellon’s White Coat 
took a commanding lead, outran John B. Mull’s 
Katousha midway in the course and then with¬ 
stood Christopher M. Greer’s Rayquick. Louis 
Neilson was aboard the winner. 

Mr. Greer, incidentally, could not be on hand 
to watch his young horse run, as he was busy in 
Middleburg, Va., playing host to the Treasury 
Secretary and Mrs. George Humphrey at the 
Hunt Cup there the same afternoon. 
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WAR GOLD, winner of the Grand National, 
with Horace Hammond in the saddle. Owned 
by Mrs. Charles H. Williams, the gelding suf¬ 
fered a back injury in the Maryland Hunt and 
was mercifully destroyed, some hours later. 



While most of her neighbors were busy 
arguing the relative merits of other horses, Mrs. 
Godfrey Kauffmann was quietly going about 
the business of prepping her five-year-old, No 
Fooling, for the Potomac Hunt point-to-point on 
April 11. And when the times were computed, 
it was No Fooling by 30 seconds over her closest 
rival. 

The race, about five miles cross-country with 
tokens to be picked up at three points en route, 
was against time instead of horse-for-horse. En¬ 
tries left the starting point, on Justice Richmond 
Keech’s farm, at three-minute intervals and 
traveled solo to the various points — although 
several met, one way or another, in the wilder¬ 
ness in between. 

No Fooling, generally regarded as the 
pampered pet of the Kauffmann farm, proved 
that she hadn’t been pampered a whit in her 
gallops leading up to the race. She finished in 
what was easily the best condition, as well as 
the best time, of any of the six entries. 

In second place, half a minute behind Mrs. 
Kauffmann s 16:32, was Mrs. August Kramm’s 
chunky little roan. White Rock, with Mrs. Wil¬ 
liam Carroll up. Mrs. Carroll, an honorary whip¬ 
per-in for Potomac for several years, knew the 
countryside like her own back yard and saved 
much valuable time in short cuts. White Rock, 
however, lacked sufficient wind to get out of a 
walk on his way to the finish. 

Actually third was Samuel E. Bogley with 
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Shady Lady, winner of the Potomac Bowl last 
year and a heavy favorite to repeat. Her owner- 
rider hadn’t even been able to walk for several 
days before the race, as he had sprained his back 
painfully a week earlier in hunter trials. Some¬ 
how he managed to get hoisted aboard Shady 
Lady at post-time, and turned in good time— 
but was disqualified for failing to pick up his 
tokens in the prescribed order. 

Thus third went to Mrs. John Amory, a new¬ 
comer to Maryland hunting, mounted on Mrs. F. 
Moran McConihe’s Sandbar. Mrs. Amory, a top 
rider in her native Australia, knew none of the 
countryside and spent much of her time tracking 
other horses. 

Tothe HORSE-LOVING Marylander, noother 
sentimental occasion can match the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. And America’s toughest timber classic 
holds even more appeal when the winner is from 
Maryland, which was the case when Harry A. 
Love s Third Army chose this noteworthy 
moment to break his maiden in capturing the 
57th renewal on April 25. 

The manner in which Third Army scored his 
victory, too, was a rare thrill for 15,000 specta¬ 
tors at J. W. Y. Martin’s Snow Hill Farm, for not 
in many years has the running been marked by 
so many falls, broken down horses—and tragedy. 
But the tragedy actually did not come until the 
next day when one of the fallen, Mrs. Charles 
W. Williams’ War Gold, was mercifully de¬ 
stroyed at the spot where he fell. 

Two scratches (including the favorite, Stuart 
S. Janney, Jr.’s Philstar) reduced the field to 
seven at post time, and Third Army was one of 
only two finishers. Three lengths behind him was 
William J. Strawbridge’s Irish import. Land’s 
Corner—and behind them, across four miles and 
22 fences, lay carnage. 

Third Army, with P. D. "Pete” Reid of Monk- 
ton up, broke with the same early foot he had

Remarkable stuff is th^ dirt of the course 
Concocted to foster the speed of the horse; 
It's curried and harrowed and pampered and 
combed _ 

It's rolled and it's ivatered and sanded and 
loamed, ^ 

It's treated repeatedly, morning to night. 

But, somehow or other, it's never just right. 
Conditioner A will declare, '7 regard 
It too deep," tvhile another will say, ^It's too 
hard." 

The maintenance people may work till they bust 
They powder the soil to a talcum-like dust 
But just let a favorite lose by a block 
And someone will holler, "He stepped on a 
rock!" 

Remarkable stuff is the dirt of the course 
Concocted to foster the speed of the horse. 
The footing is perfect for horses that win; 

For losers, it's simply as rotten as sin. 


Nearly everybody who is interested in horses 
sooner or later writes a story about racing, and 
soonerorlaterlhaveto read it. The editors of This 
Week and SaturdayEveningPost 
at some of them, but eventually they’re all chan¬ 
nelled to Turf a^td Sport Digest and processed 
by the blood-shot eyes of the editor. 

No man on earth has read more bad Turf fic¬ 
tion than I have. I have met thousands of fic¬ 
tional colonels, hundreds of tempted jockeys who 
proved true blue, and dozens of gallant horses 
that won the Derby with one leg dangling (or 
dropped dead ten feet past the wire). In one 
month’s stories, the losses suffered by bookies 
whose clients got the results before they did 
must run into millions. You wouldn’t believe it, 
but people still are writing about the winning 
rider who removes ''his” cap, and lets a mass of 
golden tresses fall to her shoulders—and without 
an operation. This idea is at least as old as "As 
You Like It,” and is the only evidence, as far as 
I know, that Shakespeare had a flat-chested mind. 

Connivery, skullduggery, ringing, doping. 
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fixed races, blind stewards who suspend the hero 
when, actually, it was the other guy who pulled 
the saddle cloth, all are part of first attempts of 
new writers of the Turf. One author sent along 
a letter explaining why the scene of his master¬ 
piece was laid at Garden State Park. "They don’t 
take saliva tests there,” he said. 

All the stories are not bad; some are very, 
very good. About five years ago, one D. V. S. 
Jackson sent in a manuscript which shone with 
the spark of quality. I had some correspondence 
with this Jackson, who polished a character here 
and oiled a situation there and we had a story. 

So Jackson got an acceptance slip. 

A few days later a letter came from Jackson 
who (metaphorically) removed "his” cap and a 
mass of soft brown curls fell to her shoulders. 
Well, as I wrote to D. V. S. ("Devious” from 
that day on), that was the biggest surprise I had 
had since I found out girls were different. To 
which she very aptly replied, and through the 
U. S. Mail, too, "Kinda livens things up, don’t 
you think?” 

Well, Devious Jackson has written many 
stories for many magazines since that day, and 
now she’s had a novel published. Strangely 
enough, it’s about horses. 

It’s called "Bold Venture,” but has nothing 
whatever to do with the sire of Assault and Mid- 
dleground. It’s about a very nice young lady who 
gets to be an instructor in a riding academy and 
ends up getting hitched to the boss of the outfit, 
who has red hair and doesn’t sunburn very well. 

The story centers around a gray horse that is 
hard to handle, but Joanna, that’s the heroine, 
manages it very nicely, breaking only one arm 
in the process. 

It is a good, smooth yarn with a dramatic 
climax in the show ring, when one of Joanna’s 
students gladdens her heart with a blue ribbon 
performance. 

Miss Jackson, ever since she started writing, 
has been able to breathe life into her characters. 
You like the ones she wants you to like and wish 
ill to those who stand in the path of a happy con¬ 
clusion. (They get out of the way in time.) 

"Bold Venture” is a grand book for youthful 
horsefolk, particularly those interested in riding 
and showing. It is published by J. B. Lippincott 
Company, and sells for $2.50.

Tulyar’s sale by the Aga Khan to the Irish Na¬ 
tional stud for the record sum of 250,000 pounds 
(about $700,000) has made international head¬ 
lines. Passed over by His Highness was a million- 
dollar bid from the U. S. Under the contract the 
Aga Khan secured certain priorities ensuring that 
his choicest mares will be among the first ar¬ 
rivals at the court of the champion at Tully, Co. 
Kildare. This I believe to be the real reason why 
the Indian potentate agreed to "sell for less.” To 
soften the blow for Irish taxpayers the studs 
successful stallion. Royal Charger has been sold 
to America for a figure around $300,000. He 
will complete his ’53 stud program first. 

The stud’s Board decided not to continue Tul¬ 
yar’s racing career. The National Stud is under 
the auspices of the Minister of Agriculture who 
represents the owners, the nation. In An Dail, 
the bill increasing the stud’s capital from a quar¬ 
ter to a half million pounds (the stud is regis¬ 
tered as a private company) was passed by a 
two-to-one majority. Considerable opposition to 
the purchase came from non-government party 
deputies some of whom called the deal a reckless 
gamble.” The point made by others was that the 
breeders themselves should have put up this 
huge sum, in view of the present adverse eco¬ 
nomic position reflected in the country s 90,000 
unemployed. 

This year promises to be a big one for racing. 
The Coronation will bring thousands of visitors; 
many of them eager to view our racing and the 
running of the classics. 

The "Festival” of Cheltenham is 
for hunting and ’chasing folk what Royal Ascot 
is for flat enthusiasts. A cause for regret is that 
we do not see more of those good U. S. "leppers” 
read about in The Maryland Horse and else¬ 
where. Certainly Mr. J. H. Whitney’s horses were 
to the fore. In the two-mile Cathcart Challenge 
Cup, his Arctic Gold, carrying 162 pounds, was 
a good winner, and in the National Juvenile 
’Chase, Whitney’s filly, Spring Heather (April 
the Fifth-Ella Logan, by Swing and Sway), ran 
well to take third place behind Mrs. Joicey’s 
Travina. We will be watching out for Mr. Van¬ 
derbilt’s colt. Cousin, in the care of Gerald Bald¬ 
ing, in the coming season. 

Big event for the hurdlers was the Champion 
Hurdle, 2 miles. Here we saw the great French-

bred Sir Ken (Laeken-Grise II by Take My Tip) 
Tim Molony up, score decisively over the Irish 
horses, Galatian and Teapot II. The latter, due 
to delayed and rough crossing by steamer, was 
naturally not at his best but under the circum¬ 
stances ran really well. Sir Ken, is rated by old 
timers as the greatest hurdler of all time. Since 
purchased by Maurice Kingsley, he has run in 
England 17 times, winning on every occasion, 
including this race last year. He is now thought 
to be superior to the famous Trespasser of long 
ago. 

The Gold Cup, over 26 furlongs, brought out 
the best field for many years. It went to the 
gelded Knock Hard, a converted and once highly 
successful flat racer, owned by Mrs. M. H. Keogh 
whose trainer is M. V. O’Brien of Cashel, Co. 
Tipperary. 

Knock Hard is by Domaha out of Knocksouna 
by Beresford—this sire is really coming into the 
picture as a sire of leppers. Giving a remark¬ 
able display of fencing the winner finished five 
lengths ahead of the favorite, Holloween, fol¬ 
lowed in by Galloway Braes, Mont Tremblant, 
which was to run so well in the National, and 
Mariner s Log, a chaser with a brilliant future.

leapot 11 made ample amends for his fall 
from grace by winning the County Hurdle. This 
horse, French-bred like Sir Ken, is by Nepenthe- 
Theire, by Gris Perle. He has been purchased by 
Mr. Joe Griffin (see Grand National) from Mrs. 
Magnier for the exceptional sum of 9,225 
pounds. This enthusiastic young owner has is¬ 
sued a challenge on behalf of his horse, to meet 
Sir Ken in a match. 

After reading that interesting article by "Fox 
Hunter" in the March issue, perhaps the follow¬ 
ing comment will have interest. Over here when 
one finds that the young hunter or point-to- 
pointer shows unusual aptitude and has the 
necessary speed (absolutely necessary for the 
prospective ’chaser as races are now run) he will 
withdraw the animal from the sporting field and 
send him to a good public trainer. It is a job 
for the specialist, most of whom have in their 
quarters replicas of the formidable jumps later 
to be met on the race courses. Costs are usual¬ 
ly high; comparable to those for the flat. This 
apart, few owners under National Hunt Rules, 
can spare the time, even if they have the facili¬ 
ties and the requisite ability, to school their 
jumpers. The wonder, to my mind, is that we 
have so many excellent amateur and professional 
riders. The hazards and strains of the game for 
those who are riding all season are tremendous 
and even the best crack up. Mention will be 
made of Martin Molony, whom I rate the best 
in these Islands. A fall caused a fractured skull 
and has written finis to a brilliant career. His 
brother, Tim, is still going strong and is one of 
the best the sport has produced. 

The Grand National. Stirring scenes 
were witnessed at the conclusion of ’chasing’s 
Blue Riband, March 28. Hats, scarves and um¬ 
brellas were skied into the air in utter abandon 
by a wildly enthusiastic Irish following as Mr. 
Joe Griffin’s Early Mist, a 20-to-l chance, ridden 
by Bryan Marshall, registered one of the easiest 


victories ever in the Aintree Grand National. 
The Hon. Dorothy Paget’s Mont Tremblant 
made a race of it to the last fence after which 
Early Mist sprinted away on the flat to win by 
20 lengths. Third place went to Irish Lizard, 
four lengths back. The only others to finish in 
the 31 horse field were Overshadow and Senlac 
Hill. Time: 9.21 3/5. The successful trainer, M. 
V. O’Brien, had his first National winner. The 
difficult Aintree course with its 30 formidable 
jumps over four miles, 856 yards, took a heavy 
toll, most of the casualties happening at Becher’s, 
the Canal Turn, and at the "Water" Jump. 

Police protection was required to save the 
winning owner, trainer and jockey from the 
ardor of their friends—it was nearly as bad as 
with some visiting film personalities in the past. 

The story of the National of ’53 is an old one: 
that money alone cannot command success. The 
late J. V. Rank had for a life-time tried in vain 
to win a National or a Debry but always some¬ 
thing happened to deny him the highest honors 
of the Turf. Last year. Early Mist ran in the 
colors of his widow and at the subsequent sale 
of Mr. Rank’s horses. Early Mist, a gelding, seven 
years at the time, passed into the ownership of 
Mr. Griffin (a Dublin manufacturer) who gave 
5,300 guineas for the young ’chaser. This 34- 
year-old owner, who has been in the game but 
two years, has already had remarkable success 
with his string. In the National, for example, 
he won in wagers 35,000 pounds, quite apart 
from the nearly 10,000 pounds purse money for 
first place. Beginners luck, some will say! 

Breeder of Early Mist is Mr. Donald J. Writch 
of Shotley Hall near Ipswich, England. He said, 
"I bought Early Mist’s dam (from Ireland) for 
only 27 guineas and hunted her for some time. 
On account of her pedigree, I put her to breed¬ 
ing, and her second foal was Early Mist. I sent 
him to the Newmarket sales where he brought 
250 guineas, the dam being sold at the same

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time. I knew he was the National type, even 
though he came a cropper at the first fence last 
year. I had a good win over the race, thank you.” 
Early Mist cost Mr. Rank 625 guineas and it 
was one of his oft-heard sayings that he would 
win a National with him. How unkind was fate, 
we are tempted to comment! 

The Flat. First of the season’s stakes races 
on the flat, the Lincolnshire Handicap, one mile, 
March 25, (an event once won by *Sir Galla- 
had, III), brought out a field of 41 runners. The 
sleeper—backed down from 25 to 1 to half of 
those odds when a favorable draw had been se¬ 
cured—was Mrs. M. A. Farr’s Sailing Light. A 
backmarker most of the way, he responded well 
to ”Mex” Roberts urging, to run ahead and hold 
off the challenge of Lord Rosebery’s Fastnet 
Rock in a two-horse finish. The latter, a son of 
Ocean Swell, on April 4, scored a runaway vic¬ 
tory in the Rosebery Stakes, at one mile. Sailing 
Light, a four-year-old bred at Worksop Manor stud 
is by Blue Peter out of the Hyperion mare. Solar 
Signet. Same day, the Aga Khan’s Masai King 
(Big Game-Nikellora) won the 7 furlongs 2,- 
000 Guineas Trial from March Past and Nether- 
wood. Charley Smirke was very pleased with the 
progress his classic mount had made. 

The Australian Government has an¬ 
nounced that it does not propose lifting the regu¬ 
lations for the Olympic Games due to be held 
at Melbourne in 1956. The Federation Equestre 
Internationale at its latest meeting, in Brussels, 
was much concerned over this decision which 
might mean transferring the games to a Eu¬ 
ropean venue and disrupting plans already 
well advanced. Current regulations prohibit the 
entry of horses except from England, New Zea¬ 
land and Ireland. Australian delegates present 
urged that any final decision be delayed as they 
felt that their government might be persuaded 
to change its views. 

To Gallop or Not. A subject of keen con¬ 
troversy just now is, should children’s ponies be 
galloped, or not, in the show ring.^ Many judges 
hold that galloping is inadmissable, while others 
award equal marks for the gallop as for the other 
gaits. In my own day at Ball’s Bridge, I always 
"had a go” and may well have lost a ribbon or 
two because of my undignified behavior. To my 
mind, to arbitrarily rule out the gallop is to take 
a lot of pleasure out of showing for youngsters, 
and appears to be a survival of outmoded Vic¬ 
torian ideas. 

The Grand Old Sport of Fox Hunting 
has many enemies, even in the British Isles. In 
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the Parliament, there are always those only too 
ready to misrepresent; to introduce, when op¬ 
portunity offers, bills designed to outlaw fox 
hunting. Not the least of the troubles of the Hunt 
Secretary (and he has many) is the refusal of 
certain landowners to allow the hunts to go over 
their land. A form of "frightfulness” adopted by 
some is the practice of putting up barbed-wire, 
often partly concealed, in and around their land. 
What this same wire can do to some faithful 
horse is best left to the imagination. 

In hunting circles there has of late been a 
revival in the use of snaffles and double bridles. 
No hard and fast rules can ever be laid down as 
to correct equipment—this depending so often 
on individual requirements—but the really im¬ 
portant thing, particularly for the novice, is the 
acquiring of a good seat; once secured, good 
hands should follow. How often do we see, even 
in the fashionable hunts, so many bad ones! 
How often have we seen a horse’s mouth serious¬ 
ly interfered with, and how often is this trace¬ 
able to the rider having little idea of what con¬ 
stitutes the proper center of gravity. Many who 
ride with a snaffle prefer to use a running mar¬ 
tingale rather than the more usual standing one. 

Coronation Hunt Ball. One of the high¬ 
lights of the social season, attended by about 
fifteen hundred enthusiasts, was the "Horse and 
Hound” Coronation Hunt Ball at Grosvenor 
House, London, March 19. Billy Saville’s band 
was in great fettle and everyone went "dance 
happy.” The Hunting Horn calls contests, as al¬ 
ways, were greatly appreciated. Prizes were dis¬ 
tributed by the Countess of Norfolk. The judges 
were Lord Burghley (master. East Sussex Hunt) 
and Lord Irwin (joint-master, Middleton Hunt). 
In the open class, "winning by a fence” was Capt. 
R. E. Wallace (joint-master. Hey thorp Hunt) 
who really went to town, giving a "Harry 
James” performance on the slender instrument. 

Irish Grand National. On Easter Monday, 
April 6, there was drama in the air at Fairy- 
house, where the National was run over 26 fur¬ 
longs; and 21 brush fences. Making virtually all 
the running. Overshadow, which had run fourth 
in the Grand National a few days before, was an 
easy winner. Making up ground from the last 
fence, H. D. McCarrick’s Gallant Wolf, ridden 
by Pat Taaffe, was second, beaten four lengths. 
Third in the 15-horse field was Southern Coup. 
Overshadow, a 13-year-old gelding, pulled out 
so soon after his Aintree grueller, was not se¬ 
riously considered even by his connections. He 
started at odds of 20 to 1. Owned by Mrs. J. A. 
Wood, trained by C. Magnier, he was a last- 
minute mount for Albert Power. 
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Josephine Barroll likes to ride horses and to 
paint them. She is talented in either role. 


When 2 3-year-old Josephine Barroll ap¬ 
praises a horse, she has two things in mind, 
riding and painting. 

Even in Josies own opinion it’s a toss-up as 
to whether she’d rather get aboard or get a 
brush. 

Confronted thus with a dilemma, Josie has 
found a fitting occupation; she teaches art in the 
mornings at Hannah More Academy and in¬ 
structs the riding classes in the afternoons. 

As an avocation. Miss Barroll does portraits 
of horses, and she only hopes the market will 
some day be strong enough to make this side¬ 
line her principal occupation. She couldn’t, she 
concedes, think of a much nicer way to earn a 
living. 

Although she has completed five horse por¬ 
traits during the past year, Josie feels that her 
biggest project has just begun. That job is to 
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finish a painting on which the late Frank Voss 
was working at the time of his death. 

"It’s a painting of the horse Spendthrift,’’ says 
Josie. "Mr. Voss had it sketched out on canvas, 
and his family has asked me to finish it. I only 
hope I can do justice to the sketching.’’ 

Although Josie prefers to paint hunters and 
show horses, virtually all her work has been with 
Thoroughbreds. This, she says, is because the 
owners of race horses generally have more mon¬ 
ey to spend on such a luxury. 

Miss Barroll came to the Hannah More Acad¬ 
emy, in Reisterstown, last year to fill a vacancy 
in the school’s art department and naturally 
gravitated to teaching horsemanship in the 
afternoon. 

She worked under Miss Louise Baker last 
year and now is co-head of the riding depart¬ 
ment with Miss Claire Noyes, Miss Baker hav¬ 
ing returned to her home in New Jersey. 

Josie, a smiling gregarious sort of person, 
was born in Baltimore but moved to Philadel¬ 
phia when four years old. She attended the co¬ 
educational George School in Philadelphia and, 
upon graduation, enrolled in Hollins College. 

After a year at Hollins, she came back to 
Maryland and commenced her serious study of 
art at the Maryland Institute. Still a student 
there on a one-day-a-week basis after complet¬ 
ing the normal four-year course, Josie is prob¬ 
ably one of Maryland’s busiest teachers. 

Although she made "A’s’’ in all her art

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courses during high school and college, Josie 
maintains that she failed to show uncommon 
art talent as a child. 

"I liked to draw and paint,” she remembers, 
”but I don’t guess I was any better than the 
other kids. It wasn’t hard to make A’s in high 
school and college. The courses were a lot 
tougher at the Maryland Institute, though.” 

Miss Barroll says it takes her three weeks to 
complete a horse portrait. 

First, she studies and sketches the animal. 
Then she returns to her work room and does 
some painting. She examines photographs of 
the subject, and, when these prove inadequate, 
she takes her canvas to the horse. 

The horse needn’t approve, but the owners 
usually do. 

As for Josie herself, well, she looks good on 
a horse, and, on her canvas, horses look good, 
too.

Eleven Times the Leader 

Smiling, pink-thatched Hirsch Jacobs, eleven 
times the country’s leading trainer between 1933 
and 1944 , has not topped the trainer’s list for 
the past eight years but he has remained among 
the top ten which gives him something of a 
record for consistency. 

While he has not appeared at the top of the 
list since 1944, Jacobs, during the past eight 
years, has won 650 races. The name H. Jacobs 
first appeared in the record book as the trainer 
of more than ten winners in 1928. Five years 
later he led the list for the first of seven succes¬ 
sive years. Second to Dave Womeldorff in 1940, 
Jacobs then resumed his place at the top of the 
list for another four years. Since 1928, he has 
saddled the winners of 2,426 races. 

Robert H. McDaniel, currently the leading 
trainer, has been at the top of the list for the past 
three years. Others who have led the roster since 
Jacobs’ reign ended are Sanley Lipiec, 1945; 
William Molter, 1946, 1947, and 1948 and W. 
H. Bishop in 1949 . 

In all only 36 trainers have appeared among 
the top ten since 1943. Twenty-one have made 
more than one appearance. 

The Maryland Horse 
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The bugle will sound for the opening of what 
is expected to be the greatest harness season in 
Maryland history on Monday night, May 18, at 
Rosecroft Raceway, Oxon Hill, Md.

resort track at Ocean City, Md. 

A veritable "Who’s Who’’ of pacing greats, 
has been nominated for the annual $10,000 
Henry Volo Free For All Pace at the Oxon Hill 
oval on Memorial Day night, (May 30). 

Twenty-three sidewheelers, whose winnings 
total $1,032,000, have been named for the fea¬ 
ture event, including nine horses which have 
gone the mile in two minutes or better. 

These include Lawrence B. Sheppard’s famed 
Solicitor (1:57/4); last season’s four top three- 
year-olds—all in the money in the $65,000 Little 
Brown Jug—Meadow Rice, the winner (1:58/5); 
Wilmington’s Star (1:59) which finished 
second in the classic; Thunderclap (l:59t^), 
which was third, and Del Miller’s famed Adio 
Abe (1 :59H). 

Top money-winner among the nominees is 
K. D. Owens’ Irish Hal (1:59?4), which has 
earned $115,153. Irish Hal is co-holder with 
Dudley Hanover of the Maryland state record of 
2 :01H set in the world-record dead heat at 
Laurel Raceway last season. 

Maryland harnessmen will be well repre¬ 
sented by a fast quartet of pacers—Spruce Up 
(2:01/5) winner of $35,417, and Sycamore 
(2:05/5), winner of $17,864, both owned by 
George R. Norris; Earl M. Wagner’s Hi Lo’s 
Forbes (2:00), which has earned $22,336; and 
P. Mitchell’s Freddy Hawk (2:02>^), $38,940. 

The Henry Volo Pace was won last year by 
Good Time, the "Harness Horse of the Year,” in 
2:04/5, a new track record.

The $7,500 Symbol Gantle Trot on June 6, a 
companion-piece to the big pace, will have a 
similarly outstanding field. Sixteen of the top 
trotters in the land have been nominated for the 
event, and the field is expected to be among the 
most sensational ever presented in Maryland. 

Rosecroft is presenting approximately $225,- 
000 in purses for the 20-night session, including 
more than $80,000 in early closers, starting with 
the $2,000 Inaugural on opening night, which 
has drawn 70 entries including four top eligibles 
for this year’s $90,000 Hambletonian — Darn 
Quick, Miss Volo Dean, Newman Hanover and 
Sir Lullwater. 

Rosecroft officials, headed by President Wil¬

May, 1953 
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April 2. Set out for South Carolina this 
morning with the first stop at Princeton Univer¬ 
sity, thence to Baltimore and to Boyce, Virginia, 
for the night. 

April 3. Checked proofs on the McCarthy 
Sale at the printer s this morning, and then went 
to William duPont Jr.’s Walnut Hall to see a 
group of five young mares which he has on 
offer.

It 
was a lovely warm spring day and a more en¬ 
joyable way of looking at the horses would be 
hard to find. We strolled from paddock to pad- 
dock inspecting the group, all of whom seem 
in fine shape. Beyond doubt, *Nasrullah is one 
of the finest specimens of the Thoroughbred ever 
to come to this country. Prince Simon is an¬ 
other most attractive horse. The list of sires 
visited included Hill Prince, now furnished out 
into an imposing stallion, and his sire *Prince- 
quillo, * Blenheim II, * Ambiorix, Black Tarquin, 
Double Jay, Fighting Fox, Some Chance, Apache, 
♦Hypnotist II, ♦Wading Street, and Arise, and 
the pensioner Gallant Lose. 

From Claiborne we went on to spend the 
balance of the day with John Hertz at Stoner 
Creek, where we saw a smashing good chestnut 
colt by ♦Nasrullah out of Pocket Edition which 
should just about top the Keeneland Sales this 
summer. Another very fine yearling is the gray 
by Count Fleet out of Obedient. The Stoner 
Creek yearlings are a good group and should go 
well when they come up for sale.

displayed in previous cross-country races and 
was followed closely by War Gold and Land’s 
Corner over the first six fences. It was at the 
second that the well-regarded Black Fox Run, 
winner at Middleburg a week earlier, went down 
and badly shook up rider Sidney Culver. 

J. Fife Symington, Jr.’s Palau went down at 
the ninth fence, after running in last position, 
and meanwhile the lead was taken over by War 
Gold and Jockey Horace Hammond. About two 
lengths behind was Land’s Corner, which also 
hobbled badly on the ninth but continued to run 
well, and in third place was Third Army, under 
a sung hold. 

So the race continued, with War Gold running 
slightly ahead of the other two, then a gap of 
about 100 lengths back to the remaining two. 
Rustling Oaks and Done Sleeping. 

At the nightmarish thirteenth fence, all too 
appropriately named the "Union Memorial 
jump” in honor of the hospital where so many 
riders wind up, War Gold met his fate. He 
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literally stood on his head and flipped over in a 
long, agonizing split-second. Both horse and rid¬ 
er were knocked unconscious, and Hammond 
was taken to Union Memorial Hospital. 

Again Third Army went to the front, with 
Land s Corner dogging his strides. The long gap 
between the others had closed and Gene Wey¬ 
mouth was getting to the leaders with Done 
Sleeping. Rustling Oaks, too, made a move and 
was closing on the others. Rider Mike Smith- 
wick, who took the mount on Rustling Oaks 
when Philstar was scratched, said later that his 
horse was showing some signs of lameness but 
continued to hold his speed over the sixteenth, so 
he did not pull him up. 

For Third Army, the whole story of the race 
actually hinged on the seventeenth fence. Jockey¬ 
ing for the lead with Land s Corner, Third Army 
hit that jump hard and went down to his nose. 
Spectators with binoculars exclaimed that such a 
jolt would knock the Love entry right out of it— 
but they reckoned without the smart judgment 
of 39-ycar-old Pete Reid. He pulled the big bay 
together and, instead of sending him off at the 
leaders again, took him back and nursed him 
along, giving him a breather. 

Rustling Oaks and Smithwick parted company 
at the eighteenth, when the horse definitely was 


hurting. This left Land’s Corner on top. Done 
Sleeping and Third Army behind. 

On they went to the twenty-first fence, with 
only one more jump between them and the finish 
line. Here Done Sleeping, closing ground well 
and looking capable of winning, hit hard and 
went down. 

Now Third Army suddenly became a fresh 
horse again. That precious moment at the seven¬ 
teenth fence had meant the horse race. Revived 
after his breather, he came on strongly and made 
a powerful leap over that last fence. Land’s Cor¬ 
ner and "Tiger” Bennett made a game run at 
him, but the pace had taken too much out of 
the Irish horse. So it was Third Army, three 
lengths ahead at the wire. 

The winner’s time of 8:55.2 was far off the 
course record of 8:44, set by Blockade in 1938. 

No matter how you looked at it, this was a 
sentimental victory for the Free State. Third 
Army is by the Maryland stallion. Swashbuckler, 
out of a mare called Trim Rigging which now 
belongs in Third Army’s home barn, as Owner 
Love bought her last year from Janon Fisher. 

Fisher bred Third Army at his farm, not far 
from the Hunt Cup course, and sold him to his 
old friend. Love, when the horse was a three- 
year-old. Asked after the race whether he had

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wanted the big, sensible fellow as a personal 
hunter or a potential Maryland Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner, Love laughed and answered 'yes” to both 
questions. 

Third Army is now seven, a youngster as tim¬ 
ber horses go, and has carried his owner s 207 
pounds both hunting and cross-country racing. 
Love hastened to say that much of the credit for 
this Hunt Cup went to Fisher, who had given 
him invaluable aid in Third Army’s training. 

For Pete Reid, the remarkable ride was a re¬ 
turn to racing’s big time, for he was far out of 
things during a four-year stint with the Marine 
Corps in Japan and Korea until last year, and 
hadn’t ridden in a race in eleven years. Love 
persuaded him to ride Third Army in the previ¬ 
ous week’s little Grand National, where he fin¬ 
ished second behind War Gold. 

The Hunt Cup always is a very personal af¬ 
fair in the Worthington Valley, for many of the 
owners and riders are friends and neighbors of 
the entire countryside. But surely no winner ever 
had a more enthusiastic rooting section than this 
one, for a total of nine children were intimately 
connected with Third Army—Love’s family of 
five girls, and Reid’s three girls and a boy. Most 
of ’em are foxhunters, too, so that the triumph 
meant a great deal in these families of experts. 


Contrasted with the 1952 race, when hard 
rains made parts of the course invisible, this 
April day was perfect. The weatherman erron¬ 
eously had predicted afternoon showers, and ped¬ 
dlers with an eye to the future were hawking 
raincoats for $1, along with their traditional col¬ 
lections of rubber horses and gardenias and the 
like. This year, too, there were Confederate flags 
and Maryland flags—although to a true Mary¬ 
lander, a small potted plant of genuine, Hunt 
Cup course violets would be more to the point. 

The paddock was filled and those with jobs to 
do had a little trouble doing them. But this, too, 
is a part of the Hunt Cup tradition, as no one 
yet has evolved a way to have one paddock for 
the people and another for the horses. 

One of the interesting features of the race was 
the tack. Black Fox Run wore an Irish martin¬ 
gale; Done Sleeping was ridden in a rubber Pel¬ 
ham bridle, and rider Gene Weymouth had a 
handsome gray suede saddle, with skirts cut well 
forward, that was the envy of many a horseman. 
Rustling Oaks had a full bridle and running mar¬ 
tingale; the rest were in standard, rubber-reined 
snaffles. 

As for happy owner Love, he still feels that 
he has many other chances for winning "the 
Maryland,” and possibly some big flat races, too.

Rigan McKinney, formerly one of the coun¬ 
try’s outstanding steeplechase riders and more 
recently a successful owner and trainer, has 
announced that he will dispose of his entire 
racing stable and devote all of his time to thor¬ 
oughbred breeding at his Blarney Farm, near 
Woodbine, Md. 

Arrangements for the dispersal of the Mc¬ 
Kinney stable at the Belmont sale on June 10, 
have been completed by Humphrey S. Finney, 
president of the Fastig-Tipton Co. 

The only jumper to be retained by McKinney 
was the stake-winning Hot, who is to become 
a pensioner at Blarney Farm. McKinney, who 
gained much fame while riding the infield per¬ 
formers belonging to Thomas Hitchcock some 
years ago, has continued to be prominent in 
the steeplechase branch of the sport and his 
silks will be conspicuous by their absence at 
Belmont Park, Saratoga, Delaware Park and 
other points where the sport is conducted. 

Topping the McKinney consignment at the 
sale will be the stake winners. Banner Wave 
and Sundowner. 

Lists 8,339 Two-Year-Olds 

The second supplement of Volume 20 of the 
American Stud Book, recently published by The 
Jockey Club, shows a registration of 8,339 foals 
of 1951, two-year-olds this season. The colts, 4,- 
188 of them, outnumber the fillies by 37. 

It is interesting to note that, in spite of stead¬ 
ily increasing purses during recent years, the 
registration figure is below that of the past four 
years. Peak registration was the crop of 1950 
which numbered 9,036. 

Warrenton Expelled from AHSA 

Recognized judges of the American Horse 
Shows Association, under its rules, have been 
notified that the Warrenton (Va.) Horse Show 
Association has been expelled formally from the 
parent organization of the sport, and that such 
judges should not officiate at the Virginia show 
under penalty of losing their licenses. 

The Warrenton Horse Show was first sus¬ 
pended for 30 days to give it the opportunity 
to re-award the Alex Calvert Memorial Trophy 
to the second horse in the class, it being forfeit 
to the first horse because of the substitution of 
a rider during the competition. Because the War¬ 
renton show did not avail itself of the grace pe¬ 
riod covering the ruling made by the American 
Horse Shows Association’s board of directors, the 
Virginia show has been dropped from the mem¬ 
bership and its show dates deleted.
